up on storage facilities and getting 
the tractor motor in good operat­ 
ing condition.. 


ADJUST YOUR SPEED 
TO ROAD CONDITIONS 


Because the rush season is near­ 
ly at hand, 
a few hints may be 
passed along profitably. 
First, check the fuel storage fa­ 
cilities for; leaks. Even slow seep­ 
age will add up to gallons of fuel 
lost 
during 
a 
season. 
Above­ 
ground tanks easily m ay be ob­ 
served for leaks but ifunderground 
storage is used the farm er would 
do well to m easure the fuel accur­ 
ately at periodic intervals to see if 
any is being lost. Shade is needed 
for above-ground tanks to cut down 
evaporation losses. 
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Braking distance, and the dis­ 
tance necessary to safely pass an­ 
other vehicle are bitt two *of the 
many factors to be taken into 
consideration while m aintaining a 
slower speed on secondary roads. 
It is up to the motorist many times 
to decide the top speed he may 
safely drive at to protect hts lite 
and the lives of others.

Early Growth of 
Winter Wheat 
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- Is Disappointing 
SPRINGFIELD M — Cool, dry 
weather over most of the state has 
resulted 
in disappointing 
early 
growth of winter wheat, the State- 
Federal 
Crop Reporting Service 
said today. 
The crop service said, however, 
t w few crop losses were reported 
during the winter from freezing or 
j heaving of the soil. 
Crop conditions 
rem ained dry 
i over most 
of the state despite 
i scattered rainfalls over the past 
week. 
About 69 per cent of the 
service’s correspondents reported 
I shortages of soil moisure, with 29 
per cent reporting adequate water 
and 2 per cent reporting a surplus. 
The service said about 85 per 
cent of the spring oat crop has 
been seeded, and nearly 60 per 
cent of the plowing for the 1956 
corn and soybean crop has been 
completed. 
Peach trees in southern Illinois 
have reached full bloom, and ap­ 
ple trees have begun to show pink 
in their buds, the crop service re­ 
ported. 
Prospects for a good 1956 
crop were considered bright. 


Final Date April 30 
To Apply For Incentive 
Payments on Wool 


The final date for filing applica­ 
tions for incentive payments 
on 
wool shorn on or after January I, 
1955, and sold during the m arket­ 
ing year, April I, 1955, through 
March 31, 1956, or on lambs and 
yearlings also sold during the 1955 
marketing year is April 30, 1956. 
P ro d u cers m ust make applica­ 
tion for paym ent on eligible shorn 
wool or lambs and yearlings not 
later than 30 days after the end* of 
the 1955 marketing year which is 
the close of business April 30, 1956. 
Producers who sell shorn woll 
or lambs after March 31, 1956, are 
not eligible for payment under the 
1955 program ; however, they will 
be eligible for such sales under 
the 1956 program . 


Chances for waste still are great 
after the fuel is in the tractor. 
Here the loss may not be so obvi­ 
ous to the fan n er but it may add 
materially to his costs. 
Fuel lines, connections, and the 
carburetor should be checked for 
visible leaks. 
These m ay be re­ 
paired with little difficulty.

means that the valve system, the 
ignition system, and the carbure­ 
tor must be properly adjusted. 
A 
faulty ignition system alone may 
cause fuel consumption to go up 
as much as IO to, 20 percent. 
A 
rich carburetor setting may waste 
anywhere froth two to five gallons 
of fuel p e r day of operation. Sim­ 
ple m athem atics will show that 
this soon would pile up useless 
operating costs. 
A dirty air cleaner on the trac­ 
tor may havte about the sam e ef­ 
fect as excessively "uSftfg ‘ tlte car­ 
buretor choke — meaning wasted 
fuel. 


Here are a few other hints for 
getting more power out of the fuel 
used. 
Keeping the engine tem perature 
between 160 and 180 degrees as 
much of the tim e as possible when 
using gasoline for /fuel is most ec­ 
onomical, 
If heavier fuels 
are 
used, the tem perature ought to 
run higher. 
Keep the tractor loaded near its 
rated capacity. 
If the engine is 
running at only half load, it is less 
efficient. ’ 
Avoid letting the engine idle for 
long periods. Shut it off when not 
working. 
However, if the engine 
is hot, it ought to be Idle for a min­ 
ute before being Shut off.

Cage System for 
Laying Hens 
Should Be Studied 


CARBONDALE, 111. — Southern 
Illinois farm ers with laying poul­ 
try flocks ought to study their 
individual 
circum stances 
before 
changing from conventional hous­ 
ing to a cage system 
for laying 
hens, says R. D. Creek. Southern 
Illinois 
University 
poultry 
spe­ 
cialist. 
A keen interest in the cage sys­ 
tem for laying hens has developed 
in the poultry industry. 
The sys­ 
tem 
has advantages 
as well as 
disadvantages, Creek says. 
One im portant advantage in the 
use of cages 
is that 
non-laying 
hens 
are 
easily 
identified 
and 
promptly may be culled w it of the 
i flock. 
However, in areas with a 
clim ate like that of southern Illi­ 
nois, housing 
equal to or better 
than that used for floor pen birds 
is required for the cage system. 
Initial installation costs for cage 
systems are higher than for con­ 
ventional housing. 
To successful operate under a 
cage 
system the 
operator must 
have 
a continuous 
source of re­ 
placem ent 
stock 
throughout the 
year so that new layers are avail­ 
able to fill cages from which non­ 
layers have been removed. 
A few years ago 
flock culling 
was absolutely necessary 
Creek 
says, but recent reports from ran­ 
dom sample tests show that many 
strains of chickens today are av­ 
eraging 250 or more eggs annually 
per 
chick started 
at one week 
This means that mortality is low 
and laying percentage is high. 
With these kinds of laying chick­ 
ens available, he says, 
the indi­ 
vidual farm er needs to consider 
all phases of the problem

Will Pay Off 
Higher Yields 
URBANA — There’s at least one 
case where going around in circles 
pays off. 
That’s in contour farm ­ 
ing, says B. F. Muirheid, agricul­ 
tural engineer at the University 
of Illinois. 
Research 
shows 
that planting 
around the slope rather than up 
and down 
the hill can 
increase 
com, oats and soybean yields IO 
to 15 percent. 
At the same time, 
contour farm ing will reduce run­ 
off and protect

Care of New-Born Calves 
Calving is well along, according 
to Oakley Robinson, Station herds­ 
man. 
Oakley expects about 300 
calves this .season, and each will 
receive his personal and individual 
attention. 
Daily (weekday, Sun­ 
day, and holiday) checking, tattoo­ 
ing, dehorning and castrating are 
I musts. 
Most cattlemen will agree 
; that two weeks of age is the upper 
limit for dehorning and castrating. 
But Oakley finds that getting these 
jobs done the first day is best, both 
for positive identification and for 


I ease in catching and handling. Aft­ 
er each calf has been dehorned 
with a caustic, castrated with the 
elastrator or rubber band, and tat­ 
tooed with a number, Oakley clips 
a patch of hair from the calfs hip. 
This clipped patch marks the fin­ 
ished job and reduces the task of 
locating new calves. 


Albritton Has Early Calves 
Speaking cf calving, Clarence Al­ 
britten, Johnson county farmer, 
was just in and reported that his 
calf crop had been on the ground 
for some time. Bob Webb, Station 
superintendent, 
in 
summarizing 
several years of calf records from 
the Station herd, finds that Febru­ 
ary and March calves weaned 80 
pounds heavier than May calves. 
These heavier 
weaning 
weights 
were obtained with identical feed­ 
ing and management of the cows 
and calves. It seems Jo us that an 
80-pound bonus on each calf just 
for arriving early is worth while. 


Thinking of Fly Control 
Mrs. Abner Field, a Pope coun­ 
ty livestock raiser, is a forward­ 
looking woman. At leas!, last week 
she was already anticipating flies 
and their control in her beef herd. 
She wanted to take some of the 
time and work out of fly control 
and was asking 
Doc Mansfield, 
Station veterinarian, about back 
rubbers. 


Doc told her that a cable or 
wires wrapped with burlap and 
^suspended between a tree and the 
ground so that the cattle could get 
under, over and around the treated 
burlap would do the job. The bur­ 
lap may be soaked with DDT or 
methoxychlor and fuel oil. A quart 
of 25 per cent DDT or 16 per cent 
methoxychlor in oil mixed with 3 
quarts of fuel oil gives good con­ 
trol on the Station herds. The bur­ 
lap will have to be resoaked about 
| every two weeks. 


Mulching Corn

The bishop blessed them 
there. 
Both Rainier and Miss Kelly are 
devout in their Catholic faith. 
They probably will attend mass to­ 
gether Sunday, the last sabbath be­ 
fore their marriage.
